RECOGNIZING the value of the dollars of people of modest 
means, Finance, Minister J. L. Isley, in making his antioun¢ement of 
the forthceming Victory Loan to raise 600 million dollars to meet the 
current war expenditures, (published in this issue of the Recorder) 
stress the fact that in 1918, .

Let us pray that Ontario’s premier is wrong. 


But it is up to Canadians to deliver the goods. Already 
Canada has delivered to the fighting front hundreds of men trained 
and equipped to fight our cause. Here in Canada it is our sacred) 
duty to keep them supplied with the articles of war. Those of us 
who are not able to take up arms ourselves, should help as best they 
can. We can add to our nation’s war effort by purchasing War Sav- 
ings Certificates. If we can’t fight, let's lend. 

During the next few weeks canvassers for the 1941 Victory 
Loan will call on the citizens of Bassano, and in view of the national

y community it is possible to read. It is doubtful too if they realiqd 


that as each issue gets old, the more valuable it becomes, and that the 
old fyles of newspaper are from a historical standpoint, of incalcuable 
worth. f: les 

The newspaper fyles are the most authentic history of the 
community available. They tell the story of the community's life as 
it happens. Past history is important to those who live in the present. 
Those of us who live in modern surroundings are sometimes apt ta 
forget the sacrifices of those who made the community what is it 
today. It is not so very long ago when the territory served by weekly 
newspapers was virgin forest or prairie, untouched by the hand of the 
white man. It was a territory upon which the plowpoint had never 
turned a furrow, a wild and beautiful country in its natural state. In 
the meantime men have worked, and schemed and planned and today 
we have every modern convenience, churches, schools, libraries, 
theatres, electric lights, sewers, sidewalks, paved streets and a hundred 
and one other conveniences our forefathers never dreamed of. These 
things did not come about by chance or by natural evolution. They 
came about because men toiled ceaseless!y to leave behind them a 
better world than that into which they came, Their devotion, thoir 
struggles, their ideals, their initiative and determination should be an 
inspiration to succeeding generations. And the record of their achieve- 
ments appears in the fyles of the local newspapers, and that is why, 
they are such valuable records of the triumphs of the pioneers, 

Few people who contribute to the news columns of the 
newspaper are aware that they are contemporary historians. They are 
chronicling the events of community life for posterity, and from the 


struggles of this day will gain i spiratien for the struggles of thefr 
day. The newspaper preserv:. ‘-e sto:y of our ideals, our problems 
and our lives, and those who ccntribute to the news columns of their 


local newspaper are therefore doing a valuable service for “those who 
follow in their wake.” 


For this reason it is esse:tial that contributors write so 
that the reader twenty-five or fifty years hence may understand the 
import of the story. For instance some writers are apt to consider 
a story as of interest only to their particular organization, rather than 
to the community as a whole. Occasionally one reads an item about 
a young people's meeting in which John does this, and Mary does that. 
To the average reader this doesn’t convey anything even at the time, 
and it would still convey less a quarter of century after it is written. 


If the same organization wanted to check back for historical purposes | 


many years after John and Mary would not convey to them who were 
the active members of their group in by-gone days, 


The newspaper is truly the archives of the community, and 
as such is cf increasing value to the community as its fyles grow older, 
The readers are therefore personally a part of the newspaper, because 
their contributions to i‘: columns are helping to record the history of 
the age in which they live,

Thousands of pilots of the Royal 
Air Force and the Royal Canadian 
Air Force have jumped from shat- 
tered aircraft by parachute and 
have lived to fly and fight again. 

The long drop from the sky 
under a billowing canopy of silk 
has become commonplace to 
aerial fighters. Perhaps the most 
vivid description of a wartime 
parachute jump is that written by 
Flying Officer Ralph Hope. His 
story is. related in a British Air 
Ministery news bulletin, follows: 

“We were at about 21,000 feet 
when. we got involved with a 
squadron of Me.

“I first felt a curious sort of 
bump and ag I turned to see what 
was up, my controls felt funny, 
a lot of red sparks and black 
smoke appeared round my feet, 
and a cloud of white smoke—prob- 
ably glycol—began streaming back 
from the engine. The aircraft be- 
gan going downhill fast. I slid 
back the hood and began to get 
out; my goggles were whipped off

The canopy streamed ‘out, 
there was a hard jerk, and there 
7 was, right side up, quite com- 
fortable, and floating slowly—oh, 
so slowly—earthwards. I was at 
about 9-10,000 feet then, so I had 
fallen for about 8-9,000 feet (from 
about 18,000 feet) and might have 
fallen further with advantages. 

“When I looked up I could see 
the shinning canopy above me, and 
little specks having no end of a 
dog-fight in the clear blue above 
me, A Spitfire dived down past 
me with a high-pitched whine, but 
that was the only disturbance, 
The parachute began to swing me 
about and it wak not long before 
{ felt sick—very sick, in fact, by 
the time I landed. 


“It was fun going into the clouds 
as the sun played a sort of “Spectre 
to the Brocken” effect on miy shad- 
ow as I approached them. When 
I emerged, the country-side looked 
pleasan' and

GRAIN MITES IN 
COARSE GRAINS

Grain mites may attack any of 
the coarse grains contrary to the 
opinion of many people that they 
live in wheat only. 

Although mites are usually found 
in wheat, other stored grains may 
be infested, and farmers who have 
stocks of oats and barley in storage | 
on the farm would be wise to in- 
spect them from time to time. 

Grain which was threshed this 
pring shouki be watched cave- 
fully especially if it happened to 
be dampish when put in the bin. 
By giving these bins plently of ven- 
tilation and by watching for any 
sign of heating the presence of 
mites can be detected and possible 
damage avoided. Badly infested 
grain is valueless for stock feed, 
therefore every precaution should 
be taken to detect mites in all 
grains, 


ELECTRIC FENCES 


The use of the electric fence has 
become very popular in England. 
All over the country, the breaking 

up of former pasture land has 
created a demand for wire, which 
is not available in large quantities 
on account of the war. In order 
Ao conserve wire, the electric fence, 
requiring only one strand, is being 
widely used and on account of the 
small fields in England, this type 
of fencing is very suitable.

Grain mites may attack any of 
the coarse grains contrary to the 
opinion of many people that they 
live in wheat only. 

Although mites are usually found 
in wheat, other stored: grains may 
be infested, and farmers who have 
stocks of oats and barley in storage 
on the farm would be wise to in- 
spect them from time to time, 

Grain which was threshed this 
a@pring shouki be watched caye- 
fully especially if it happened to 
be dampish when put in the bin, 
By giving these bins plently of ven- 
tilation and by watching for any 
sign of heating the prevence of 
mites can be detected and possible 
damage avoided. Badly infested 
grain is valueless for stock feed, 
therefore every precaution should 
be taken to detect mites in all 


grains, 


ELECTRIC FENCES 


The use of the electric fence has 
become very popular in England, 
All over the country, the breaking 
up of former pasture land has 
created a demand for wire, which 
is not available in large quantities 
on account of the war. In order 
to conserve wire, the electric fence, 
requiring only one strand, is being 
widely used and on account of the 
mnall fields in England, this type 
af fencing is very suitable, 

The diversification of crops, 
which has taken place in Alberta, 
due to the war and the wider use 
of forage crops for pasture and 
hay will meocessitate the use cf 
more fences and _ cross-fencing, 
Farmers faced with the necessity 
of building such fences might eo- 
sider the electric fence as a sub- 
tute to provide a temvorary en- 
closure for live stock. The electric 
fence requires less wire, reduces

Perhaps the most 
vivid description of a wartime 
parachute jump is that written by 
Flying Officer Ralph Hope. His

“We were at about 21,000 feet

} “I first felt a curious sort of 
bump and as I turned to see what 
was up, my controls felt funny, 
a lot of red sparks and _ black 
smoke appeared round my feet, 
and a cloud of white smoke—prob- 
ably glycol—began streaming back 
from the engine. The aircraft be- 
gan going downhill fast. I slid 
back the hood and began to get 
out; my goggles were whipped off 
and my helmet began to lift up in 


fallen for about 8-9,000 feet (from 
about 18,000 feet) and might have 
fallen further with advantages. 

“When I looked up I could see 
the shinning canopy above me, and 
little specks having no end of a 
dog-fight in the clear blue above 
me. A Spitfire dived down past 
me with a high-pitched whine, but 
that was the only disturbance. 
The parachute began to swing me 
about and it was not long before 
I felt sick—very sick, in fact, by 
the time I landed. 


“It was fun going into the clouds 
as the sun played a sort of “Spectre 
to the Brocken” effect on my shad- 
ow as I approached them. When 
I emerged, the country-side looked 
pleasantly open, and after drifting 
quite a way I thought I saw where 
I should land. Two farm hands 
had the same idea. We were all 
wrong as, in spite of attempts on 
my part to avoid it, I came down 
in a spinney of young oak trees, 
pulling up short about 20 feet 
from the ground, hanging in my 
harness. * 

“I managed to get hold of a 
trunk, pull myself over to it, get 
out of the parachute harness, and 
climb to the ground where I re- 
i mained quite still until I was 

found. The Army soon took charge 
of me, gave me a drink and some 
lunch and drove me back to my 
base. :

A vigorous campaign to demand 
that all provincial gas and motor 
license taxes should be spent only 
on road construction and maint- 
enance has been initiated by the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

Decision to take this step was 
made at a recent meeting of pro- 
vincial directors of the A.M.M., 
held in Edmonton. 

A special committee headed by 
A, B. Mackay, of Calgary, will 


handle the campaign, which will | 


be directed along channels which 
the committee consider to be the 
most effective in 
facts to the attention of farmers, 
motorists, tourists organizations 
and all Alberta citizens. 

Information compiled for the A.- 
M.A. has reaveled that by the end 
of the 1941-42 figcal year, a total 
of more than $8,000,000 in revenu- 
es from motorists will have been 
diverted by the government from 
road purposes and used for gen- 
eral purposes. 

Major L. R. Lipsett, director of 
the Calgary branch of the A.M.A.
